VERBAL AGREEMENTS, 
WHEN A DEFENSE TO A WRITTEN CONTRACT. 
The case of Wesley Morrell vs. William II. 

Colehour et al. was one of those decided at the 
last term of the Supreme Court. The facts of 
the case were, that in May or June, 1871, bd a 
iam Hansbtough was anxious to buy a half 
terest in 404 acres of land south of the city 
owned by Harriet 8. and Henry F. Clark, the 
property offered at $100,000. He valled 
the attention of C. W. Colehour to the bargain, 
to pay one-half the Gash payment of 
$10,000. Colehour then induced one Corby and 
Wesley Morrell to go in, and among them they 
raised the other $5,000, and agreed to share 
equally the profits on their half of the propérty. 
The land was taken in the name of W. H. Cole- 
hour, he being unmarried, and he gave a trust- 
deed and notes to secure the deferred payments. 
He also gave an instrument in writing to Hans- 
brough, showing that he owned a half-interest 
* the land, and another similar instrument to 
éC. W. Colehour, Corby, and Morrell, showing 
that they had a half-interest in the remaind er, 
and were to receive one-half the profits when 
the land was sold. The fire of 1571 destroyed 
all these papers, and subsequently the Cole - 
hours and Corby having denied that Morrell 
had any rights in the purchase, 
he brought suit to establish his 


claim, making them parties deYendant. 
They alleged that he had released W. H. Cole- 
hour from the agency or trusteeship, and from

SERVICE-PIPES. 
A DECISION IN FAVOR OF THE crrr. 
Following is the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Obadiah Jackson vs. The 
Board of Public ue Works. The opinion is written 


by Mr. Justice Sheldon: 

This was a petition for a mandamus to the Board 
of Public Works of the City of Chi to compel 
the Board to connect water-pipes under their lots 
with the water-pipes of the city under North Dear- 
born street in front of petitioner's lots. 

The facts of the case are ag follows: The City of 
Chicago, its Board of Public Works, before 
the paving of North Dearborn street in said city. 
laid down a water-main along said street, and in 
addition thereto, toobviate the necessity of tearing 
up the pavement by laying down service- 
pipes thereafter, and to prevent the public incon- 
venience which would result therefrom, the Board 
in many instances, as inthe case of these peti- 
tioners, caused service-pipes to be laid down at the 
same time that the main-pipe wus, and paid there- 
for, looking to the property- -owner, for reimburse- 
ment, when they should degire to use said service- 


ioe petitioners, desiring to use the service-pipes 
laid down by the city, were called upon to reim- 
burse to the city the actual cost to the city of lay- 
ing down said service-pipes, and the Board refused 
them permission until reimbursement was made. 

They refused to make such reimbursement. The 
mandamus applied for is to compel the Board to 
permit petitioners to make connection with said 
service-pipe. Tothe answer of the defendants, 
petitioners demurred, and the Court sustained the 
demurrer, and granted the writ of peremptory 
mandamus as prayed. From this decision defend- 
ants appeal. 

This whole controve erey is as to whether the pe- 
titioners ‘have a right to use these service-pipes 
without paying their cost. 

The charter of the City of Chicago provides that 
„ the Board of Public Works shall have exclusive 
charge and superintendence of the sewerage and 
water-works of said city.“ Anothersection provides 
‘*thatthe Board of rublic Works shall have full 
power to regulate and control the manner of using 
the streets, alleys, and highways 17 public places 
of the city for the layin * — of gas or water 
pipes and sewers, determine the location 
thereof. There 8 seem to be — given to 
the Board to provide rules and regulations for and 
directions in detail as to the manner, etc., in 
which the citizens shall obtain water from the 
mains by means of service-pipes, and the connect- 
ing of the same with the mains. 

e answer alleges that the city is not Jegally 
bound to lay down any service-pipe in connection 
with the main water-pipe, but. that it 
is the duty of the owners of lots, 
if they wish to use the water of the city flowing 
through any main water-pipe, to lay down at their 
own expense the * service- pipes from their 
lots to such main water-pipe,; and to connect the 
service-pipes with the main water-pipe; and as the 
demurrer admits this, we — K assume that the duty 
is one arisi under the rules and fegulations of 
the Board of Public Works, which prescribe the 
same. 

Such a rale and regulation of the Board would be

pleasant wind, like a benediction, came from 
above. Karly in the morning there wae a 
minute’s dash of rain drops, but it did not last. 
The white canvas of the tents looked whiter 
after Monday's washing. Impedimenta were 
strewed about the grounds and hung from the 
trees drying. The grass was still wet. A sort 
of morass has sprung up just east of the taber- 
nacle, and many a seeker of the bluff was be- 
trayed ankle-deep into the muddy waters. 

The branches and leaves look brighter than 
before the storm. They are treacherous, and, 
when shaken, shed copious showers upon the 
trembling shaker. The mosquitoes have come 
out again. They are not as numerous as at first, 
but they arehungry. The method of killing 
them is ingenious and efficacious. The patriarch 
of an infested tent holds a shovel-full of live 
coal on which some sugar has been spread. ‘The 
musquito, like the nightingale, in music and 
fragrance dies away. This is impracticable in the 
big teat. Result—much slapping of necks, at- 
tended with digs from finger-nails. 

Fern-hunting has become fashionable. Be- 
tween the huge tent and the lake, the ferns 
once abounded, but are rapidly disappearing 
before the incursions of the campers. Fanciful 
wreaths and bouquets ornament the hitherto 
barren walls of the tents, True, they present 
some startling contrasts with the camp equip- 
age hung up around them, and it is not unusual 
to see them decorating a coffee-pot.

The impeachment-mill ground slow and 
hard at the commencement yesterday morn- 
ing. Defendant’s counsel and several Sena- 
tors evinced a disposition to take a day’s rest 
after the scorching experience of the pre- 
vious day, but the majority of the Court de- 
cided to stick, and so the case proceeded.

REMOVAL OF THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 
The action of the President within the 
last month with respect to appointments and 
removals has been so remarkablé as to lead 
to strong doubts as to his understanding 
clearly how his confidence is abused. He 
seems to havé again accepted the coungel and 
the association of that disreputable school of 
adventurers who have brought so much dis- 
grace to the Administration and humiliation 
to the country. It was supposed that the 
exposures in the Basoocx business had 
brought home to the President a knowledge 
of the men who had forced themselves into 
his confidence, but recent events show that 
the old condition of things has been resumed. 
The latest instance has been the peremptory 
demand by him for the resignation of Mr. 
Jewett, the Postmaster-General. There has 
never been a better officer nor a more in- 
telligent and incorruptible man in the Cabinet 
than Mr. Jewztu. Like Mr. Buistow, he 
had an opinion that officiel dishon was a 
me to be punished*by the dismissal and 
by the criminal prosecution of the guilty. 
He had net been long in office before he 
discovered that there was a gang of thieves 
in his Department, connected with dishonest 
contractors, whose criminal operations had 
guilty agencies in the Treasury. As a 
man would feel and act upon making 
such a discovery in his own private 
business, Mr. Jewett felt and acted in the 
public interest. He exposed the guilty, 
handed some of them over to the criminal 
courts, and found that he had aroused the 
eternal enmity of a portion of the gang who 
had for a long time enjoyed and abused the 
confidence of the President. Since then 
there has been a persistent effort to have Mr. 
JEwELL removed. When the Confederate 
House dismissed a Union soldier, he was giv- 
en a place in the Post-Office Department. 
Mosznr, the Confederate guerrilla, demand- 
ed the removal of this ex-soldier for one of 
his men; the Postmaster-General refused, 
and the President, having reached the limit 


the country, to gratify the malignancy of 
some Congressional friends of the criminals 
on whom Mr. Jawa. had laid his hands, 
must lose the services of an able officer.

THE OUTLOO OF THE TURKO-SERVIAN 
CAMPAIGN. 

The first weck of the Turko-Servian cam- 
paign is at an axl, and has resulted disas- 
trously for the Servians. Their army was 
divided into four columns, the strongest of 
which, under Ge}. TcHERNAyzEF?r, numbering 
56,000 men, - the oroe consisting of sixty-five 
battalions, eighten squadrons of cavalry, 
and twenty batteies, with 120 field-guns, — 
crossed the soutlbastern frontier into Bul- 
geria. Fora tim this column made a suc- 
cessful advance, nd even seriously threat- 
ened Sophia, whih is in direct communica- 
tion with Constntinople by railroad. It 
won a victory at Aexinitza, turned the flank 
of the Turks at Nesa, captured Palanka, was 
repulsed at Nova Varosch, captured a Turk- 
ish camp at Jirima, dislodged the Turks at 
Pirot, routed them at Racca and Babina. 
glana, and wis defeated at Urkul. After 
this series of wall engagements, in the ma- 
jority. of whici it was successful, it appears 
to have met with a repulse on the 9th or 
10th, which we so severe that Tcuennarerr 
is now on the retreat through the Nisava 
Valley, and ij ina perilous condition, ‘his 
line of retreatpeing threatened on the one 
side by Kun Pasna, and on the other 
by Osman Pasa, the latest news showing 
that he is hemmed in between them. The 
Servians are hrrying their reserves of the 
second van to is relief, and there are reports 
that his army js demoralized, and that he 
himself has bén dismissed from his com- 
mand. It is ery evident that he is in a 
dangerous posion, that an additional peril 
lies behind hinin the disasters that have oc- 
curred along te Drina, on the northwest 
frontier, and tht he must fight a desperate 
battle before hican reach his base, probably 
about Nissa, were his campaign commenced 
with such flatring success. The second 
column of théervians on the left was also 
successful atirst. It made a stand at 
Saitschar, on the River Timok, which 
empties into th Danube above Widdin, the 
recent rendezvas of the Turkish gunboats 
that have now assed the Iron Gates of the 
Danube on theiway to bombard Belgrade. 
The first report announced the defeat of the 
Servians at thijpoint, but subsequent dis- 
patches show hat they gallantly repelled 
four desperate fforts of the Turks to dis- 
lodge them frm their position, and that 
Osman Pasna, te leader of the Turks, has 
been compelle to withdraw. Later re- 
ports, howevetasgert that the Turks have 
captured Saitscar, and that Osman Pasna’s 
army is now thiatening the flank of Tcuxr- 
NAYEEF’s army } its retreat northwards. 

On the right othing but disaster seems to 
have charactered the Servian operations, 
As on the 100 two columns crossed the 
frontier, the ce having for its object the 
possession of Binia, and the other the relief 
of Herzegovina a union with the Montene- 
grins. The ndhern column, under Gen. 
Oximpros, crosa the Drina, but, instead of 
making any protess, has met with a crush. 
ing defeat at Bina, in which the Turks not 
only defeated tp Servians with heavy loss, 
the latter havin|800 killed and 6,000 wound- 
ed, but, after th Turkish fashion, murdered 
all the Christiamen, women, and children 
in the town.

tion with the Montenegrins, has met 
with a repulse if not a serious de- 
feat, from the ‘irks at Novi Bazar, before 
the Montenegrin who at that time were at 
Gatchko, about If-way to Mostar, the Her- 
zegovinian Capal, could unite with them.

The St. Louis Democratic: Convention

We denounce the financial imbecility and immor- 
ality of that party, which, during eleven. years of 
peace, . . while annually professing to intends 
speedy return to specie-payments, has annually en- 
acted fresh hindrances thereto. As such hindrance 
we denounce the resumption clause of the act of 
1875, and we demand its repeal. 

For seven months prior to and immediate- 
ly preceding the adoption of that resolution, 
the Democratic party had a majority of 100 
members in the House of Representatives at 
Washington, but that body had not passed 
any bill or resolution for the repeal of this 
„ hindrance”; since the adjournment of the 
St. Louis Convention, the Democratic House 
of Representatives has not only failed to re- 
peal the Resumption law, but has several 
times refused to do so. No later than Mon- 
day last on a distinct motion to pass a reso- 
lution instructing the Committee to report a’ 
bill repealing that enormous ‘‘ hindrance ” to 
specie-resumption, the House rejected it. It 
is true the Republicans as a body voted 
against the motion, but they are in a minori- 
ty, not exceeding one,third of the House, 
and the motion was ore voted down by 
the Democratic members. 

Here is a practical exhibit of Democratic 
hypocrisy. At St. Louis they denounce the 
Resumption act as evidence of Republican 
** imbecility and immorality,” a ‘‘ hindrance ” 
to specie-payments, and demand its repeal. 
In the Democratic House there is a per- 
emptory refusal to repeal the act. This 
double-faced proceeding cannot escape the 
attention of the country. 

The Republicans ask the Democrats to 
propose a measure to take the place of the 
Resumption law, but the Democrats have no 
such measure; the Republican minority 
thereupon vote against the repeal of the one 
measure until another is proposed. But the 
Democratic party is proclaiming on the 
stump all over the West its demand for the 
repeal of the act of 1875, and day after day 
in the House rejecting motions for its repeal. 

We commend this Janus-faced policy to the 
tail end of the Democratic party who follow 
Henpeicks and VoorsEess and paper money, 
and ask them to consider the value of the dec- 
larations of the Tildenites at St. Louis, when 
contrasted with the action of the Tildenites ' 
in Congress. If Sam Tro be so potent 
that before the election he can command the 
party in Congress to crush out the soft- 
money men by repudiating the declaration 
of his own platform, what may that end of 
the party expect when Sam Tr by their 
votes shall be elected President? Tron 
consented that the demand for the repeal of 
the Resumption act be put in the platform 
for the same reason that he consented to the 
nomination of Hznpricxs: that he might use 
the soft-money men to elect himself; once 

‘elected, he will have no further use for 
either Henpricxs or the softs, and will 
ignore both of them, not only in his policy, 


his Administration. If elected, he will make 
Henpazicss feel as a man feels who has been 
used for a purpose, and, when no longer 
needed, is cast aside. Already TWD has 
forbidden any concession to the supporters 
of Hznpricgss in the shape of the repeal of 
the Resumption act, and Tom and his 
faction rule the party. 

We submit to the country this thorough ex- 
posure of the double-faced declarations of 
the Democratic party.

ENGLAND'S SILENT PARTNER. 
It has for some time been a matter of cu- 


riosity, if not of wonderment, that England, 
who was not a member of the Triple Alliance, 
should have so completely nullified the 
agreement of the three Emperors at Berlin, 
and driven Russia into a corner, where, os- 
tensibly at least, she is compelled to occupy 
a pacific position, and watch the struggle be- 
tween the Mohammedans and Christians as a 
spectator, instead of being an active partici- 
pant. The result was not secured because 
Russia was afraid of England, or because En- 
gland had made any particular show of fight- 
ing. Her display of gunboats off Constanti- 
nople was pretty as a naval spectacle perhaps, 
but, so fat as influencing Russia was con- 
cerned, they might as well have been sta- 
tioned off Nova Zembla. The whole naval 
force of England could not have stopped the 
Russian armies from marching into Turkey 
and occupying it, if they had been so dis- 
posed. Some other cause than English 
prowess or English threats, Disraxxi’s brag 
or Dxnnr's bombast, must be sought for to 
account for the sudden checkmating of Rus- 
sia by England's protest against the adoption 
of the agreement of the three Chancellors and 
their three Royal masters, FRancis JOSEPH, 
FREDERICK WLAAx, and ALEXANDER. That 
cause is now beginning to leak out. England 
had a silent partner, and a powerful one. She 
cvuld afford to talk loud and threateningly, 
for there was some one behind her. 

Germany was a member of the Triple Alli- 
ance, but she apparently played a very quiet 
part in the drama. She represented the 
peace-and-order side. She had no interest in 
the Eastern question. She was apparently 
the least important leg of the stool; in 
reality, however, she held the key to the sit- 
uation. Without her, England would never 
have pounced upon the Berlin agreement so 
defiantly and with such perfect assurance 
that Russia would not question her position.

JEWELL. 
A VALUABLE OFFICER THE VICTIM OF A PRESI- 
DENTIAL WuM. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., July 11.—The President 
sent for Jewell at about I o’clock yesterday, and 
without preliminaries or explanations asked 
him for his résignation. Jewell was a good deal 
surprised, but says that the demand was of 
such a character that he did not think it neces- 
sary to ask for reasons. If the President did 
not desire that he should remain in the Cabinet, 
of course he had no desire to stay, In the con- 
versation which ensued between the President 
and the Postmaster-General, the former men- 
tioned Mr. Tyner as a proper person to succeed 
to the ice. He said that Tyner was an 
excellent officer, to which Jewell assented, and 
the President added the remark that it was 
necessary for the Republican party to carry In- 
diana in the October election if it hoped to be 
successful in November. Jewell returned to 
his office, devoted himself to the transaction of 
routine business, as usual during the afternoon, 
and at the close of oflice hours 
WROTE A VERY BRIEF LETTER OF RESIGNATION, 
which he sent tothe White House by special 
messenger. He kept no copy of his letter, but 
it was so short that he thinks be could dictate 
a copy should he desire to do so at any time. 

To-day thé late Postmaster-General was ex- 
amined for several hours by one of the Com- 
mittees of the House, after which he went to 
the Department and received numerous calls 
from those desirous of expressing to him their 
regret that he had retired from the Cabinet, or 
who were anxious to learn the cause of it.

with everybody, and evidently had nothing 
about it to conceal, In private conversation, in 
answer to the question, What is the meaning 
of this?

CLYMER’S TESTIMONY.

Witness here produced the origi- 
nal testimony of Marsh, and nager McMahon 
said he proposedto put it in evidence to show 
that the facts were brought out by this Committee, 
that the Secretary of War was notified of the testi- , 
monv, that he read it over, and finally tendered 
his resignation on account of it.

WHAT BELKNAP SAID TO THE COMMITTEE. 

Before the vote was taken on admitting the testi- 
mony, Clymer was further interrogated, and testi- 
fled as to writing a note tothe Secretary of War on 
the 20th of February, requesting his presence be- 
fore the Committee; thatthe Secretary of War did 
appear in response to the invitation, and the testi- 
mony of Marsh was read to him, and he replied: 
Some of the statements therein I know to be 
true; some I know to be false, and others I know 
nothing about.“ Gen. Belknap then asked time to 
cmploy counsel, and the Committee took a recess 
until J o'clock p. m. to enable him to do so. He 

subsequently appeared with Judge Blair as his 
counsel, ap roduced his letter of resignation as 
Secretary of War. The letter of resignation and 
reply of the President accepting the same were 
read. 

Witness, resuming, testified that he wrote to the 
President to learn the hour that the resignation was 
accepted, and was informed it was about 10:20 a. 
m., March 2. 

After discussion, the offer of the managers to 
submit the testimony of Marsh taken before the 
House Committee, was allowed—yeas, 24; nays, 
13. The testimony as given before that Commit- 
tee was then read at length by Mr. Clymer. 

THE PROSECUTION CLOSED. 

Mr. McMahon then announced that the managers 
were through with the exception of two witnesses, 
Evans and Fisher, and he thought it probable that 
one of them would be suficient. 

The defense wanted to examine Evans, and there 
was no objection. q 

The prosecution would now close, with the un- 
derstanding that they should have the right to ex- 
amine Evans when puten the stand by the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Carpenter said the defense could not begin 
its side of the case unti after the prosecutioa 
closed.

THE NORTHWESTERN 8

RockFonD, III., July 10.--As the critical time 
approaches, it becomes of great importance to 
know what the prospects are in respect to the 
harvest in Northwestern Illinois. Tus Trisunsz 
correspondent stationed at Rockford has, during 
tlie past week, been through the section of 
country known as Northwestern Illinois, and is 
now enabled to, present his observations to the 
readers of Tae TRisune. Last autumn was 
very favorable to farmers, and an unusually 
large amount of fall-plowing was done. The 
winter-wheat crop is always light in this section, 


and, in consequence, it is seldom sown. 
, RYE, 


however, on account of the favorable weather, 
was rather more generally sown last fall. There. 
are several reasons that induce farmers to sow 
rye: first, it makes so much less sowing in the 
spring, Wien the frequent lateness of our win- 
ters makes it imperative that all possible speed 
should be used; second, rye generally ripens 
immediately after corn-cultivating time, and 
just prior to the harvest proper,—hence a farm- 
er can put in a couple of wecks profitably in 
harvesting rye, and then bein good condition 
for his barley, wheat, or oat ficld. Winter- 
wheat is an unprofitable crop in this vicinity, 
and less and less is put in every year. The 
tuiliness. of the winter led many to believe 
spring would open early, and the farmers 
were light-hearted and buoyant (an unusual 
condition ef mind for farmers) in the pleasant 
anticipation of unusually-favorable conditions 
lor spring-work.

Oats. yielding from 35 
0 60 bushels to the acre, and selling at 30 to 35 
sents a bushel, is a far more profitable crop than 
wheat selling at 75 to W cents per bushel, and 
yielding (when not.totally destroyed by chinch- 
bugs or rust) 12 to 15 bushels per acre. The 
farmers have found this out, as is shown by the 
following table, prepared by your correspond- 
eut after obtaining statistical reports from six 
counties, of the number of acres of each kind of 
grain sown:

Experience of a Wisconsin Town 
in Railway Construction. 


The Facts About the Proposed New 
Northwestern Depot. 


Efforts of Western Roads te Make Con- 
ductors Honest. 


MAYVILLE, WIS., AND ITS RAIL- 
ROAD. 


MAYVILLE. Wis., July 10.—The population 


| through this and several adjoining tounties are 


almost exclusively German, and are, with cer- 
tain predilections for lager-beer, an industrious 
and thriving people. When these parts were 
first. settled, twenty or thirty years ago, Amert- 
cans, mostly, commenced industry’s struggle 
against Nature’s chaos; but gradually the Teu- 
tonic wave began to flow in, and it soon washed 
the Yankee element entirely out. A ridge a 
few miles away was discovered to contain a valua- 
ble seam of iron ore, and a Company was started 
to smelt it,—the primeval forests of oak and 
maple furnishing an excellent supply of char- 
Wal, which made the products of the 
Northwestern Iron Company justly famed 
throughout the Union. Then the town 
grew apace, for the Rock River afforded 
unexceptionable water-power, and visions of 
huge rolling-mills, stupendous iron-furnaces 
mammoth manufacturing establishments, an 
endless prosperity filled the heads vf Teufels- 
drochk’s countrymen, until they became as 
muddied with these prosperity-dreams as was 
the brain of Carlyle’s hero with his philosophy 
of clothes. But years passed on, and by de- 
grees the truth became apparent that, after the 
first spurt, the town had ceased growing, and 
now remained stationary. The more the men 
vociferated over their lager that it was the best 
place in Wiscsnsin for -a town, and that it must 
become a great city, the more it remained a 
mere Village. Railroads had crept on to sur- 
rounding towns and enhanced their property, 
but none came to Mayville. One day a village 
worthy was struck by an idea,—a bright one, 
too,—a discovery in fact; he became intoxicated 
with his mental .triumph, and, like the Greek 
mathematician, rushed through the streets and 
by-ways, announcing to all and sundry his as- 
tounding revelation. He had found out that 
tie town languished for want ofa railroad; and 
since railroaa ag in their blindness, neg 
lected Mayville, Mayville would build a - 
road itself. | 
athe idea spread like wildfire. Never was 
there such an excitement as quickly prevailed 
among these usually cantious-going Germans 
as they discussed the advantages a railroad 
would confer upon the town, and upon each 
citizen individually. Nothing was talked of but 
railroad-matters; grading, track-laying, rolling 
stock, dividends, excluded all other useful or 
entertaining conversation. And action quickly 
supplemented talk. A public meeting was 
called, and a vote unanimously passed to levy a 
tax on the property within the town, for the 
poses of constructing a railroad to Iron 
idge, a distance of 5 miles, there to join the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. The usual 


_ preliminary steps were taken, and the contract 


tor grading the road was intrusted to a grocer 
in the village. Operations were pushed on vig- 
orously, and upwards of $20,000 was quickly 
expended. The wise men who controlled the 


village affairs did not calculate upon 
doing more than ading their line

It is 
understood that these certificates, which were 
held by the Hibernian Bank, were all bought 
from two individuals who indorsed them when 
they sold them to the bank, and that they have, 
through their counsel, notified the Hipernian 
Bank that they will not be held responsible on 
their indorsements. This is said to have been 
ugreed upon between these gentlemen and the 
ollicers of the bank.
